Gateway of North and Centre of Oil Development up and 
Down River—Towa Has Made Rapid Recovery Since Disastrous Fire —Burnt Area 
Almost Entirely Rebuilt—Daily Pussenger Train Service Gives Great Boost to Town 

“Many Oil Wells Are Being Drilled by Different Companies Along Athabasca River 


The daily passenger train service 
recently inaugurated by the C.N.R. 


puts the town of Athabasca definitely 
on the business map. A mixed train 
service is a @reat atep in advance over 
no railway at all; but a daily passen- 
eer service is nearly as great an ad-

A trestle at the Tow-at-a- 
now bridge, in the town of Athabasca, 
is now being filled in, and in all res- 
pects the railway is being put in first- 
class shape. The daily service is, of 
oourse, a great convenience for the 
people of St. Albert, Morinville, Le@al, 


Clyde and surrounding settlements 
as well as to the less important sta- 
tions along the line. Colinton, the 


first station south of Athabasca, shows 
evidence of substantial business 
drawn from the surrounding country, 
which is well settled. Supplies for 
the A. & G, W. construction are team- 


ed from Colinton. The new line is 
about twenty” miles eastward, 
Athabasca has made nearly a 
complete reeovery from the dis- 
aster of less than a year ago 
The burnt area has been ul- 
most entirely rebuilt, much more 
substantially than before. Two large 
new hotels occupy prominent posi 
tions on the street fronting on the 
railway and river.
